THE FABLE OF WHY A BUSHEL OF WHEAT 
WONT BUY AS MUCH AS IT “USTER WOULD”

Once upon a time there was an awful shipwreck. When at 
last daylight came six of the passengers, the only survivors of 
the wreck, Bound themselves washed up on the beach along with 
the usual supply of ship's biscuits, tools and other articles that 
might be necessary. 

After a few days of exploration they .found that they were 
stranded on an uninhabited island and made up their minds 
they were in for a Robinson Crusoe stunt, so they held a meeting 
and decided that three of them who had been farmers back in 
the U.S. should settle down on some nice farm land on the south 
side of the island and two oif them who had been manufacturers 
should go over to the north side where there was a nice water¬ 
fall and build a mill and factory and the one who used to work 
on the section of the Great Northern railroad was to build him 
a toad across the island and haul farm produce to the mill and 
the manufactured goods back.' 

So the three farmers went to work with spade and hoe and 
by the time the ship's biscuits were all gone had raised Just 
enough to feed and cloth ail six of them, and Tony got busy 
with his push cart and hauled it all over to the mill and brought 
back enough flour and shoes and overalls for the three farms 
in return for it.

“This farming business doesn’t pay any more. The middle 
men are robbing us. I’m going to quit.” He went up to the 
mill and started a movie show. 

The next summer Bill Jones, who was the only farmer 
left, worked hard and tong hours and raised enough for all six 
of them and Tony hauled it over to the mill and brought back 
enough flour, shoes and overalls Dor Bill. 

, Bill looked at the little bundle of supplies that represented 
his year’s hard work and says: "By heck, the price of wheat 
surely is going down. Here I get only enough flour to feed one 
out of enough wheat to feed six when w'e used to get enough, 
flour to feed three men from that muchi wheat.” 

Bill Jones was puzzled. Farming didn’t pay but he couldn't 
quit or they would all starve and he says this is getting as bad 
as it was back in Montana, and he lay awake most of the night 
planning how to make farming pay and about morning he says: 
“I know what I’ll do. I'll catch me some more wild hippotamules 
and make me a gang plow and I'll raise enough in two years 
to feed all six of us for three years but I’ll keep the surplus 
in the granary and every third year I’ll lay off farming and go 
over to the mill and take in the movie show and do my share 
of this pool playing.” . —Reprinted from the Dec. 1,

No Sales Tax Needed 

If Provincial Treasurer Hinman is really thinking 
of a sales tax as a means of helping Alberta munici¬ 
palities out of their difficulties, he should think again. 
Judged by modem tax principles, the sales tax is un¬ 
desirable. The fact that it catches everybody, including 
those too poor to pay income tax and those who escape 
property taxation by renting, is about the only thing 
in its favor. And against this point must be recorded 
a serious defect: The sales tax is regressive, that is, 
it bears little relation to the concept of ability to pay, 
and is likely to weigh more heavily, proportionately, 
on the poor than on the rich. 

Moreover, a retail sales tax, which is the only 
kind provincial or municipal governments are constit¬ 
utionally empowered to impose, is a nuisance tax. It 
is a nuisance to those who have to pay it when they 
purchase taxable items. It is a nuisance to merchants 
and others who have to collect it, record collections, 
and turn their receipts to the proper authorities. 

There is no excuse for the Alberta government 
imposing such a tax on the people of this province— 
not even for a good cause like aid to municipalities. 
The government receives enough revenue from ex¬ 
isting sources, including oil, to enable it to assist the 
municipalities without appreciably restricting its own 
program. • Mr. Hinman would be well advised to look 
in his own official pocket instead of eyeing the private 
pockets of Alberta citizens. —Medicine Hat News

“If there are not some red faces 
around Ottawa, there Should be. 
A House of Commons committee 
looking into the facts about move¬ 
ment to market of prairie wheat 
has been finding out that parlia¬ 
ment and the people have been 
getting a lot of eyewash, instead 
of acts, from supposedly respon¬ 
sible government officials. 

"It now appears, from expert 
testimony, backed up by plain 
figures, that the main reason for 
delays in movement of grain was 
'the inefficiency of the Wheat 
Board, its appendages and col¬ 
leagues. In addition to the formid¬ 
able task of trying to move the 
grain crop, railway officials have 
had to buck stupidity, indifference 
end procrastination as well. 

“It has been no secret in the 
grain trade that the handling of 
tne grain glut out West has been 
a thorough mess. When Rt. Hon. 
C. D. Howe was trying to explain 
away slow sales were late last year 
and early this year, there were po¬ 
tential customers who could not 
get what they wanted. Grades 
were so badly mixed up that 
would-be purchasers of top grade 
wheat were being offered the 
lowest quality. I heard last winter 
cf interested people who could not 
even get the attention of those in 
chaige of sales. 

"The reason for tihis sort of 
thing goes right back to the funda¬ 
mental of our present wheat hand¬ 
ling system. The Wheat Board, a 
government agency, and the Sas¬ 
katchewan Pool, deeply dyed with 
socialistic polities, ore not really 
interested in orderly marketing of 
the grain crops. They are inter¬ 
ested in what they call giving each 
farmer a fair share of the market¬ 
ing operation. 

"‘In theory, that is a very noble 
ideal. The farmer who is miles 
back in the hinterland, with a few 
bushels of poor grain, is entitled 
to as prompt sendee as the farmer 
who has a huge supply of excellent 
grain within easy reach. Each has 
the same quota, so one boxcar

must be ordered off to pick up the 
few bushels far away, iwhiie an¬ 
other is allocated to pick up p few 
bushels close at hand. 

“In practice, that obviously is 
business nonsense, even if good 
socialism. If the government really 
thinks it is fair and equitable, not 
only to the people of Canada Wjio 
ultimately have to pay for unecon¬ 
omic methods, then the least the 
Government can do is take the 
burden of the railways, and carry 
it itself. 

“Over the years before the 
Wheat Board system was imposed 
on the grain trade in Canada and 
maintained with all the fervor of 
Rt. Hon. C. D. Howes’ closed mind, 
our railways had developed, in co¬ 
operation with enterprising dea- 
leanr, a first-class system of col¬ 
lecting grain and getting it to 
market. 

The grain dealers took delivery, 
in their own elevators, at their 
own expense, of the grain harves¬ 
ted by the farmers, both far and 
near. Thus the farmer did not 
have to wait to get paid, as is now 
the case, if ready money was what 
he wanted. 

"The grain dealers, anxious to 
handle as much of the crop as 
possible (that’s how they made 
their profits), made sure their re¬ 
quest for boxcars fitted into a fast, 
tight schedule of movement. The 
railways, working on precise in¬ 
formation, on which (hey could 
rely, were able to make full use 
of their lines and their cars. 

“Under the Wheat Board system, 
the rot starts at the farms. The 
lazy farmer and the spry one are 
put on an equality as the deliveries 
to the elevators, for there is no 
advantage in spryness. The ele¬ 
vator operators, I have been told 
by many Western farmers, now 
act frequently as if they were on 
permanent vacation, a frame of 
mind noticeable in every branch 
of civil service. 

“So, as the C.P.R. experts have 
informed the House of Commons 
committee, boxcars stand on the 
sidings slowly being filled with 
wheat. When the are full, it does 
not especially matter to the pools 
that they do not get off to market 
—unlike the private elevator oper¬ 
ators', they have no special reason 
for moving that grain along, as it 
only goes to the Wheat Board 
anyway and* there is no difference 
td the pool in the money take. 
There is, however, a need for stor¬ 
age space that private enterprise 
used to provide, as a speculation. 
1 he pools use boxcars, instead. 

“Thus cars get sidetracked, 
schedules-set up by the railways 
are thrown into disorder on the 
prairie. 

’IThe same result is seen at the 
elevators. Last time I was at the 
Lakehead, the yards were packed 
with boxcars being used fer stor¬ 
age. Those cars, obviously, could 
not be used to move grain, they 
were blocking the movement of yet 
other cars. 

“To listen' to government and 
wheat pool spokesmen, one would 
think the railways in Canada had 
nothing else to do than move grain 
in their boxcars. Normallly, at the 
very time the grain crop is ready 
for shipment, other business in 
Canada is pressing to get goods 
moved. In recent years, this later 
business has become far more im¬ 
portant to the economy of the 
nation than grain, which has been 
taking a lesser place. 

“Now that the Commons com- 
niiltee has learned that the House 


and the public have been mis! 
by those who tried to blame tl 
railways for bad handling of gra 
shipments and the boxcar suppl 
it would be well If it insisted < 
looking closely at the whole gra 
movement system, to get rid it 
the irresponsible inefficiences ere 
ted by the Wheat Board's cor 
fortable monopoly."

Winter Wheat 


<U. J. Pittman - Agronomist) 

The time is approaching when 
winter wheat seeding will be fore¬ 
most in farm operations through¬ 
out much of southern Alberta. Few 
dryland crops respond to good 
cultural treatment as readily as 
winter wheat. Early consideration 
of fallow tillage and seedbed pre¬ 
paration is essential if a sufficient¬ 
ly winter-hardy, high-yielding crop 
is to be produced. 

Although some winter wheat has 
been grown on stubble land, well- 
prepaied summer-fallow generally 
produces a better crop because of 
- mor e f a vor a b le tilth-and soil moi s» 
(lire conditions. Timely fallow op¬ 
erations that eliminated all weeds 
and volunteer grains for at least 
seven to ten days prior to seeding 
the winter wheat crop are essen¬ 
tial if the grain is to be free from
